against cholera should continue, 
for 
TWENTY days, and that this 


precedent was quite sufficient to 
justify a quarantine on Kauai for 
the same length of time. 


The people of Kauai felt, he 


says, that in case the disease broke 
out on that island it would be very 
difficult to cope with it, for manv 
reasons which he states at length? 
There has been no desire to inter* 
fere with the 
authority of the 


Board of Health, or obstruct the 
freedom of travel, but that the 
safety of the people was the first 
concern, and there was no better 
or stronger precedent than that 
established by'the President of the 
United States. There has been no 
feeling of disloyalty to the Govern- 
ment. - On the contrary, what this 
Government has done has been 
heartily approved of and apprecia< 
ted by thinking people, who know 
the arduous duties imposed on it 
by the terrible disease. 


As the people of Kauai, as well 


as those of the other islands, enter- 
tain the same views regarding the 
proper or necessary length of quar- 
antine, the physicians of the Board 
of Health have furnished the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the 
proper length of time for that pur- 
pose: 
MB. WILLIAM O. SMITH, President of 


the Board of Health. 


SIR : The efficiency of the measures 


adopted by the Board of Health for the 
prevention of the spread of cholera to 
uninfected parts of these islands has 
been questioned, especially the five* 
day limit of quarantine. It is the de- 
sire of the undersigned to substantiate 
by authority the value of tbesa meas- 
ures and to prove their effectiveness 
in restricting the spread of the disease. 
In imposing conditions under which 


inter-island commerce could be car- 
ried on with safety the Board was gov- 
erned by the following const derations: 
Given (1) a clean, disinfected vessel, 
upon which tbere had been no sick- 
ness of a contagious nature; (2) a dis- 
infected crew free from disease at the 
time of disinfection; (3) tbe mainte- 
nance of a strict quarantine of vessel 
and crew from tbe moment of disin- 
fection, thereby preventing farther 
exposure, that if, after tbe lapse of 
five days, no dlarrhoel trouble has de- 
veloped, tben it is reasonable to as- 
sume that tbere is no cholera onboard 
and tbat tbe ship and crew are clean. 


The question resolves itself, there- 


fore, into determining tbe period of 
incubation witbln tbe human system. 
Is this period ever more than five 
days ? We affirm that It is not. We 
believe tbat if tbe cholera poison is 
taken into tbe human stomach tbat 
in less tban five days either the indi- 
vidual will bave overcome the poison 
or tbe poison will have overcome tbe 
individual. The history of tbe pres- 
ent epidemic emphasizes tbe truth of 
this assertion, but there is plenty of 
medical authority for it 


Mr. William Squire, physician to the 


North London Hospital for Diseases 
of tbe Chest, in an article on the in- 
cubation of contagious and infectious 
diseases, writes: "Incubation in chol- 
era lasts from a few hours to four 
days. The reports of numerous com- 
tnfasious give from one to flve days; 
within flve days, before the third day 
and not later than tbe fourth day. 
Individual cases often fall on tbe sec- 
ond or third day." 


Mr. C. Macuamara, surgeon to West- 


minster Abbey Hospital, London, tbe 
author of an article on Asiatic cholera, 
writes 
"Among persons prediipos d 


to Its Influence, the infecting material 
of Asiatic cholera will manifest Its 
effects on tbe system within flve days 
of having been swallowed." 


E O. Shakespeare, M D , I nlted 


States Commla-lont-r to India for the 
investigation of cholen In ,S84 1886, a 
pol aborater of Professor Koch, writes • 
"Hence the, necessity of temporarily 
restricting the liberty of all inmates 
of tbe infected dwelling and of all 
persons in close communication with 


It,whetber at the time of the Infection, 
they are suffering or not. All such 
persona should bo isolated and kept 
under strict surveillance nntil the ex- 
treme limit of tbe period of incuba- 
tion (say, five days) has fully elapsed, 
counting from tbe commencement of 
the period of surveillance. If during 
these five days no sign of even a 
slight or 'walking attack' has made Its 
•appearance, and finally if a test of the 
feces has indicated the comma bacilli 


;V-of Koch, the Individual temporarily 
^.restrained of his liberty, both for his 
"j own* benefit and for that of the public, 
:'1 may be without danger restored again 
to the full enjoyment thereof." 
Tbe United States quarantine regu- 
lations issued in April, 1894, contain 
tbe following: 
Article XL Section 17. "The de- 
tention of vessels for cholera, yellow 
fever, small-pox and typhus fever 
shall cover the period of Incubation of 
tbe disease, tbe time of detention to 
commence from the date of last ex- 
posure. Yellow fever, not less than 
five days; typhus fever, not less than 
twenty days; small-pox, except In 
oases of successful vaccination, not less 
than fourteen days; cholera, not less 
than five days." 
Article IV. Detention of passengers 
on account of cholera. Section S. "In 
any group in which cholera appears 
the elok, will be immediately iso 
latedjn the hospital and tbe remain 
ing persons ID the group shall again 
undergo disinfection and be detainee 
not less than flve days thereafter." 
Sectiou 4. 
"After five days from the 
last exposure to infection, any group 
among which no choleraic disease has 
developed may be released from quar- 
antine after a final disinfection of 
clothing." 
It will be seen from the foregoing 


.quotations, which can be multiplied, 
tbat the period of incubation of chol- 
•era is never more than five days. It 
is upon this fact that tbe Board of 
Health has acted in dealing with non- 
infected vessels. Cholera has not de 
veloped on board of any vessel placed 
in quarantine under tbe regulations of 
tbe Board of Health. Many of them 
have now been in quarantine from 
seventeen to twenty days, and we af- 
firm that they were as free from tbe 
disease at the end of tbe fifth day as 
they now are. It does not detract 
from this fact tbat tbe President of the 
United States in September, 1892, at a 
time of great public alarm, saw fit to 
use his discretionary powers and order 
the Secretary of the Treasury to im- 
pose an additional fifteen day quaran- 
tine on the cholera infected immigrant 
vessels at the port of New York. This 
order remained in force only a short 
time and in February and March, 1893, 
Congress after due deliberation, record- 
ed its faith In the five-day quarantine, 
-by enacting the present laws which 
have just been quoted. 
To insure cleanliness and freedom 


from the cholera poison, the vessels 
now in quarantine at Honolulu, were 
subjected to the following treatment: 
The hold, forecastle, crews' quarters, 
cabins and lazarette, were fumigatec 
with sulphur. The decks, deck-houses, 
bnlworks, closets and scuppers were 
flushed with an acid solution of mer- 
curic bichloride, the crew bathed with 
a carbolic solution, and donned clean 
laundried clothing. Tbe soiled cloth- 
ing was then fumigated with sulphur. 
We realize the fact that if tbe disin- 
fection is imperfectly done, five days 
is not sufficient time to insure safety, 
neither is twenty days nor sixty days, 
for instances are on record where tbe 
poison baa lived from one season to 
another. Tbe epidemic in parts of 
Europe in 1893, was considered a re- 
crudescence of the poison of 1892, and 
not a re-infection.

Chinese Actors 


VICTORIA (B.C,) Sept. 
3.—The 


steamship Empress of China, from 
tbe Orient today, reports passing the 
City of Peking on tbe second day 
out from Yokohama, and eighty 
miles out of her couse. She showed 
marks of hard usage in the recent 
storm, but as no signals were dis- 
played the Empress concluded she 
required no aid and did not speak 
her. Tbe Canadian Pacific steamer 
brought among her passengers 207 
Chinese, forming the Xong Brothers' 
theatrical troupe, who will secure 
admission to tbe United States for 
tbe purpose of giving a series of 
unique performances at Atlanta, G-a., 
in connection with the Cotton States 
Exhibition. It is believed that tbe 
theatrical engagement is merely a 
pretense to evade tbe American ex- 
clusion laws, and tbat the legislation 
against contract labor will in any 
event prevent their admittance to 
the States. 


Canaea Much Indignation.

HONOLULU CITY IS NOW CUU, 


Hundreds of People Joined in the 


Work of Gleaning Yesterday. 


NO PATIENTS IS THE 
HOSPITAL 


Owing to Showery Weather Many Did 


Not Air and Sun Their Bffecta—Work 
Continued Today—Hearty Co-opera- 
tion of Natlre* — Cbloatown Dirty 


House-cleaning day yesterday 


was a success far beyond the ex- 
pectation of the most sanguine, 
and as a result Honolulu is cleaner 
perhaps than ever before in its his- 
tory. From 300 to 400 people were 
busy spying out the places that 
needed disinfecting, 
and 
every 


nook and corner in the entire city 
was treated to a general overhaul- 
ing. On the whole, there was not 
much filth found, except in China- 
town, that portion being somewhat 
of a surprise to the parties, con 
sidering the amount of rubbish 
that had been taken away during 
the beginning of the epidemic. 


In the infected districts great 


care was exercised, and everything 
suspicious and otherwise was treat- 
ed to a full dcse of cleansing com- 
pounds. Exteriors and interiors oi 
the houses occupied by natives and 
others were thoroughly whitewash- 
ed. The occupants showed much 
concern in making the work effeo 
tive and lent unstinted aid in as- 
sisting the authorities and corps ol 
workers. 
In some places there 


seemed to be a tardy spirit about 
cleaning up, but this fact was not 
allowed to interfere with the course 
pursued by tfeeJbrjigajisiL. .Some oi 
the Chinese had to be coaxed ~lnto 
doing their duty, but most of them 
took hold and accomplished a great 
deal of hard work under the careful 
supervision of competent inspectors. 


Owing to the frequent showers, 


several people were backward 
about putting out their best clothes 
and household effects, but as the 
work is to be continued today, it is 
hoped those who failed to do so 
will carry out the work. A careful 
survey of the city showed several 
hotels and places, that certainly 
needed attention in the matter oj 
airing and sunning, failed to put 
out anything. A list has been 
prepared of these and agents of the 
Board of Health will make per- 
sonal calls during today and see 
that the precautions are taken as 
outlined by the authorities. 


The Sanitary Committee and the 


vast number of able assistants de- 
serve the highest praise for the 
manner in which the laborious 
undertaking was carried out. Each 
and every one did their duty nobly, 
for which due meed of praise and 
appreciation is sure to follow. 


Most of the 
business houses 


closed yesterday, as requested by 
the Board of Health, thus giving 
their employees opportunity to 
join in the work. Ladies were 
somewhat backward about putting 
out their silk goods, as the weather 
was too variable. 
If today should 


prove bright and warm, it is be- 
lieved those who neglected action 
yesterday will do their part in car- 
rying out the good work so well 
started. The Government is par- 
ticularly pleased at the willingness 
shown by the natives to co-operate 
in the measures taken for their wel- 
fare, as well as others, and they 
were among the most willing work- 
ers yesterday. 


THE HOSPITAL EMPTY. 


The remaining patients in the 


cholera hospital were discharged 
Saturday 
and 
yesterday. 
The 


place has been overhauled and 
thoroughly put in order. All the 
attendants, with the exceptions of 
Armstrong Smith and C. J. Whit- 
ney, have been released from duty. 
These two will remain at the hos- 
pital for a day or two.

District 2, which was left in the 
bands of volunteers, has been com- 
pleted.

The lime kiln will turn out in 


<the neighborhood of 200 barrels of 
lime today.

The Ways and Means Committee 


have no end of praise for those who 
have assisted as inspectors and 
sub-inspectors in the work of white- 
washing and cleansing the city. 
Between-300 and 400rvoluotEBTS-- 
were at work yesterday. 


As a rule the people have shown 


willingness to co-operate in the 
work of disinfection. 


The sub-inspectors and others 


who went the rounds have many 
amusing anecdotes to tell. 


A member of the Ways and 


Means Committee, who is a close 
observer, noticed that the China- 
men while whitewashing succeeded 
in getting lime over their clothes, 
the Japanese over their faces, and 
the natives only on their bands. 


Honolulu should be proud of 


such men as those who constitute 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
through whose energy and ability 
the work of disinfecting the entire 
city will be brought to a successful 
termination today. Night and day 
the members have labored to devise 
a system by which the work could 
be carried out successfully. That 
they succeeded in reaching such a 
result is proven by the work of yes- 
terday, which far surpassed the 
hopes of the most sanguine. These 
gentlemen not only arranged all the 
details of the work, but divided the 
city into districts, which they sup- 
erintended personally, as follows:

Board of Health—Arbitrary Action 
of HUo District Deplored—Will Sot 
Submit to Deputy-Sheriff's 


NOBTH KONA (Hawaii}, September 


17.—Instructions received by the dep- 
uty sheriff of this district Saturday, 
the 7th inst., prohibiting the landing 
of freight or passengers by the steamer 
W. G. Hall, resulted in a meeting of 
the natives, to the number of over 200, 
in the old church at Kailua, at which 
a strong resolution was passed that 
such instructions be entirely ignored 
and that the deputy sheriff be advised 
to abide by directions received from 
the Board of Health of Honolulu. The 
mail received on the afternoon of Sat- 
urday, the 14th inst., informed us of 
the appointment of the Hi!o commit- 
tee to control the Island of Hawaii, as 
well as the information that these two 
districts had been quarantined from 
the rest of the island because flour, 
rice and one or two passengers bad 
been landed by the W. G. Hall. Sev- 
eral telephone messages to Yates, the 
deputy sheriff of Kau, resulted in 
replies that nothing was known in 
that district and that no information 
was available. la view of the fact 
that the telephone ia completed north 
considerably beyond Hokena, it is a 
remarkable fact that the Hilo com- 
mittee have taken no pains to inform 
themselves of the condition of things 
in the Kona, districts. Notices were 
issued -on Monday for a meeting of 
white residents ou the following after- 
noon, and considering what toe dis- 
tances are, the intensity and unanim- 
ity of feeling is shown by the fact that, 
excepting three from South Koua and 
four from North Kona, every man 
answered to his name at the meeting. 


C. D Miller having been elected 


chairman, with W. GK Wait as secre- 
tary, the meeting was called to order. 
The chairman state'! thai the object 
of the meeting was for the purpose of 
ascertaining the sentiments of the 
white residents of North aod South 
Kona, in regard to certain actions 
which had taken place lately with 
reference to the landing of the actual 
necessaries of life at the ports of this 
district, and whether all communica- 
tion with Honolulu was to be stopped 
or not. He presumed that every cue 
present waa aware of the arbitrary 
manner in which the deputy sberiffof 
Hawaii had issued instructions to tne 
effect that no freight of any kind 
whatsoever, nor any passengers, were 
to be landed at any of the port* on this 
coast, which action, he understood, 
was endorsed by the people of Hilo. 
He wished to ask what right the peo- 
ple of Hilo had to dictate to us wnat 
we shon d do*, or should not do, under 
these or 
any 
circumstances. 
He 


submitted 
that 
we 
were 
per 


fectly competent 
to 
decide such 
matters 
for ourselves. 
He was 


pleased 
to 
remind 
the 
meet- 


ing that the sentiments expressed at 
the mass meeting held at Kali ua on 
the previous Monday, proved clearly 
that we, native and wnite residents 
alike, were prepared to support the 
Bo.ird of Health of Honolulu 
Sfoce 


that meeting we bad been informed 
that a local board of healtb had been 
appointed at Hilo and ttmt they were 
to rule supreme over the whole island 
of Hawaii. 
"Gentlemen," he asked, ' Shall we 


submit to this? '(CrlenofNoINo! Mo-t 
certainly we will not!") He reminded 
the meeting that several days had 
elapsed si uee this committee or Hilo 
Board of Healtb had beeu constituted, 
that there waa telephone communica- 
tion from Hilo to H"k*;ua, and yet 
that not one word of iuquiiy as to the 
condition of tblug* in ti>e iiNtnct had | 
been made. It 
wan all very well, 


he said, for the people to say that 
they would have uo further commu 
nication with Honolulu, but with us, 
be submitted, the ca»e was entirely 
different. They can have direct com- 
munication witb San Francisco. We 
cannot. 


He directed tbe attention of tbe 


meeting to one aspect of the question 
which had been overlooked by tbe 
authorities in Honolulu, as well a* by 
our Hilo friends. He referred to the 
probable action of the large Japanese 
population in the event of tbe supply 
of rice running out, wbich at tbe far- 
thest must occur within a few days. 
Will this body of over 500 men, be 
asked, stand upon ceremony in .help- 
ing themselves, when and where they 
can, should they be unable to pur- 
chase supplies except at exorbitant 
rates? Of what avail would be our 
handful of police? "Geutlemeu," he 
aaid, "sueh an uprising, wben these 
men discover their strength and give 
veut to their passions, would result In 
consequences as bad, if not worse than 
that of the few isolated ca-es of chol- 
era that could possibly occur In the 
district " For, he maintained, from 
the natural conditions of thn country 
no epidemic i>( th- disease was pos-i- 
ble here. 
8uch being the state of affairs, he 


thought the meeting woul I «gri-e with 
him that, communication wuh Hmio- 
l u l u , and direct (••niiirnuiilcH'iou, "as 
ncCfr-BAr.v, ai>d thai, under the regu- 
lations of l<ns B»ard of Health, there 
could l>e no po-<»ihie danger ill lauding

The steamer should deliver freight, of 
course under the. regulations of the 
Board, ill every lundiui: as usual. 


Tbe actlou of the Hilo people, he 


said, on tbe face of it, was pusillani- 
mous in the extreme. Ordinary com 
mou sense, with the slightest knowl- 
edge of tbe nature of tbe disease, would 
enable them to nee that tbe precau- 
tions taken In Honolulu in tbe dis- 
patch of steamers were all-sufficient 
to prevent contagion He aaid, "On 
the face of It, If toe truth were known, 
he shrewdly suspected tbat it was a 
case ot Honolulu's extremity being 
Hllo's opportunity." 
F. M. Scott, of North Kona, re- 


marked that it would be au exhibi 
,lion of mere childishness for us to act 
as the Hilo people had done. 
We 


must not let tue idea get abroad that 
we feiOwe are going to have cholera 
in our midst. We have no such fear 
and we must make it thoroughly un- 
derstood that we have entire confi- 
dence iu tbe Honolulu Boaid of 
Health. There waa very litlie possi- 
bility, he said, of contagion being car- 
ried by eucD cargo as the Board of 
Health was wiKing to give a permit 
for. He said tbat he quite endorsed 
the idea of tbe chairman, that our 
views in regard to the necessity Of a 
local board should be in tbe form of a 
demand. 
J D. Paris, of South Kona, remind- 


ed the uiee iug that the people of 
South Kona bad held meetings and 
had sustained the action of Deputy 
Sheriff Williams 
To disregard the 


orders of that official, as had beeu 
done in North Kona, he maintained, 
was an infraction of the law. The 
deputy sheriff of North Kona, he said, 
was under the orders of Williams aod 
moat obey. 


Mr. Buchboltz stated that the meet 


ing of the people of South Kona re- 
ferred to by Mr. Paris was only that of 
a few at the beck and call of himself 
and the deputy sheriff 
No public no- 
tice had been given of any such meet- 
ings, aod Mr Paris himself and a 
man called Mills were the only two 
present who might be said to represent 
the more intelligent portion of tbe 
community. As to Mr. Paris' conten- 
tion tbat Mr. Nabale, in abiding by 
the orders of tbe Board of Health,was 
disregarding those of Williams, be 
maintained that Williams himself 
was insubordinate, in acting as he 
had done, in direct contravention to 
the directions of the Board of Health 
wbich in this matter was supreme. 


Tbe chairman explained that the 


object of the meeting was to elect a 
local board of health, to be submitted 
tor approval to the authorities in Ho 
uolulu. He said tbat we should not 
be dictated to by the people of Hilo 
or any other place. 
The Board of 


Health bad made a mistake, or per- 
haps it was only an oversight. Wben 
our views were laid before them, be 
bad 
not 
tbe 
least 
doubt 
but 
tbat 
they would immediately fall

them. 
la 
his 
re- 
marks 
he 
animadverted strongly 


upon tbe action of the Hi'o people, 
and particularly upon the arbitrary 
conduct of Williams. ID his opinion 
they had acted wi'bout even ordinary 
common sense. Had Sheriff Hitch- 
cock been upon tbe scene, he made 
bold to say, no such ridiculous farce 
would have been enacted. 
He ex- 


plained that in all such erne genoles 
it was but right tbat tbe medical offi- 
cials should have supreme power. 
What, be asked.did Williams know 
about cholera ? Who, he asked again, 
are his supporters in i is outrageous 
conduct ? Only a few business people 
in the town of Hilo. A message had 
only that morning been received tbat 
the people of Kobala and Hamakua 
had sent Williams word tbat they 
could manage their own affairs with- 
out his aid. Should we not do like- 
wise? 
Mr. Buchholtzsaid : "If the Hilo 


people have the right to say no, we 
have the right to say yes." .(Ap- 
plause.) 
Mr. Clarke drew attention to the 


fact thnt freight was being landed 
from Honolulu right in Hilo, wbile 
they had the assurance to prohibit it 
at other ports. 


Dr. Me Wayne stated that they were 


landing rice and flour aod fumigated 
the name. He strongly expressed his 
opinion of the absurdity of such a pro- 
ceeding. 
The chairman suggested that tbe 


sense of tbe meeting be embodied in 
resolution to be presented lo the 
Board of Health for consideration. 


G. Clarke moved that: 
"Whereas -The existence of cholera 


in the city of Honolulu is seriously 
affecting general business, while in 
this and other districts actual want of 
the necessaries of life is imminent, 
therefore, be it 
" Resolved—Tbat this meeting ex- 


presses to the people of Honolulu its 
profound i-ympatny, aud tbat in so far 
us iu it lies, dettlres in every way to 
act in co-operation with them; and 
further, be it 
"Resolved-That, in the opinion of 


this mertmg, the Honolulu Board of 
Health has, in all Its aciions, nbown 
itself to be alert, active aud intelli- 
gent; tbat tbe methods employed by 
It for preventing the spread of tbe 
disease, and eventually stamping it 
out, are, in accordance witb I be best 
modern practice ; that, the precautions 
suggested by it for sustaining Inter- 
island communication are all suffi- 
cient for the purpose ; tbat tbe chances 
uf ttiH disease being disseminated in 
this way are of tbe remotest, an<1 
therefore, (but the steamer W. O. Hall 
should make her usual trips to and 
from Honolulu under the regulations 
adopted by tbe Board of Health. And 
further, be It 
" Resolved—That,, as communica- 


tion with the adjoining districts is 
difficult, and, on an emergency, could 
he entirely shipped, the districts of 
North and rtmitli Kona are practically 
isolated, and, tiieiotore, it is the sense 
of

nize aod acknowledge the energetic 
and Intelligent work of the deputy 


K. Nabale, 
iu tbe present emergency, as well as 
the public spirited aud geuerous offer 
of bis advice aud services, free of 
charge, by Dr. Mo Wayne, at a time 
wben North Kona is without a Gov- 
ernment physician; and further be il 


"Besolvea, That copies of these res- 


olutions be forwarded to tbe Honolulu 
Board of Health for its respectful 
consideration, and that a renort of thief ? 
meeting be prepare*! by the secretary 
and forwarded to the newspapers for 
publication. 
Mr. Buchholtz, in seconding these 


resolutions, remarked that a local 
Board of Health, vested with full 
powers, we must and will have. He 
said that it was preposterous that we 
should be put to such straits simply 
because the good people of tbe little 
town of Hilo happened to be so child 
ish. It was one thing to be careful, it 
was another thing to be foolish. He 
dwelt upon the practical isolation ol 
the districts, the 
impossibility of 


obtaining supplies by land, and the 
real gravity of the present situation. 


F. M. Scott again reminded the 


meeting of the utter indifference the 
Hilo committee had shown in regard 
to this district, and. remarked, that we 
were likely to have very little consid- 
eration. He said it would be foolish 
to say that there was absolutely no 
danger in keeping up communication 
with Honolulu, but such danger was 
small when compared to real and 
actual predicament we would cer- 
tainly be in. if a steamer were not im- 
mediately dispatched from Honolulu 
wl'h supplies. 
Dr. Liodley said that we in North 


Kona were fortunate in having so 
efficient a deputy sheriff. 
In his dis- 


trict of South Kona be could not get 
the co-operation of the police in put- 
ling matters on a good sanitary foot- 
ing. 
Wbile crying out about con- 


tamination from without, they would 
not clean up within. That was the 
main thing to be attended to, and it 
would be just here that the value of 
tbe proposed local board would show 
itself. 
Tbe motion was now put to the 


meeting and carried unanimously. 


Tbe chairman suggested that the 


chairman of tbe proposed local Board 
should be designated, so that tbe 
Board of Health might confirm it 
without delay. 
Dr. Llndley proposed, and Dr. Mo- 


Wayoe seconded, that Mr. Miller be 
chairman of tbe local Board. Carried 
unanimously. 
Dr. Me Wayne informed the meet- 


ing tbat be bad written to the Board 
of Health explaining the situation. 
He said that it was bis candid opinion 
that there was scarcely any danger if 
the regulations of the Board of Health 
were properly carried out, and tbat 
even If the disease did appear in 
our midst 
it 
would be only in 


a 
few 
isolated 
cases, 
as 
the 


conditions in tbe district were en1 
tlrely unfavorable to the spread of the 
disease. Tbat, however, was a remote 
danger—very remote. We had a 
greater trouble Blaring us right in the 
face. Provisions we must have, and 
the only way to get them was from 
Honolulu. He said that there was no 
reason whatever why the W. Q. Hall 
should not come fa and land supplies 
under the regulations, witb DO danger 
to the district whatever1; and, as tor 
passengers, the five days quarantine 
in Honolulu was quite sufficient. 
He 


expressed his gratification in finding 
that the natives of this district are en- 
tirely different from those of Oahu. 
They are very much less under kahuna 
influence. They are more intelligent 
and have more reliance in, tbe white 
man. 
He anticipated no trouble 


whatever in dealing with them in any 
emergency. With a hearty vote of 
thanks to the chairman, the meeting 
then adjourned.

o Fianclqco Health Board Considers 
Cbolara Situation In Honolulu—Be- 
lieve Presence of Scourge Here a 
More Serious Itlenacu 1 han in Orient. 


The news that the plague had found 


its way to Houolulu created some 
consternation In this city from tbe 
fact of tbe proximity of Hawaii to 
this port says the 8. F. Examiner of 
September 2d. Medical authorities 
contend that there is much more 
danger of the cholera being carried to 
San Francisco from Honolulu than 
from the Orient, In the voyage from 
Yokohama considerable cold weather 
is encountered, and cold weather 
is said to be a strong check to the 
spread of tbe disease. 


Honolulu has not yet been declared 


an infected port, for the reason that 
the health authorities have received 
no official notice of the cholera being 
epidemic there.

Officer Chalmers that three dead 
bodies of Chinese were retained on 
the vessel and shipped back to China. 
The company claims that there was 
uo intention on their part to conceal 
tbe facts from the authorities. 
They 


lay the failure to report the cases to 
Dr. K I- Bowie, who was surgeon of 
tbe vessel on that trip. He reported the 
matter to the company, and his diag- 
nosis was heart disease in one case 
and acute pneumonia in tbe other 
two. 
Dr. Bowie baa severed his con- 


nection with tbe line, and4t is said, 
has returned to Hongkong, where he 
Intends to practice. 
... 
Thomas F. Dunne of District Attor- 


ney Barnes' office was a passenger on 
tbe last trip of the Belgio from Yoko- 
hama to this port. In i-peaking of the 
retention of the bodies, Mr. Dunne 


"The deaths occurred before we 


reached Honolulu, and I was sur- 
prised when I learned that the bodies 
were not going to be buried at sea. 
Those on board tbe vessel told me that 
the Occidental and Oilental and Pa- 
cific Mall companies are under con- 
tract with the Chinese government to 
carry back to China all bodies of Chi- 
nese who die on any voyage. If a 
white man dies hisliody is thrown 
into the sea. The companies, I under- 
stand, receive $50 lor each body that 
is returned to Cblna. 
"We reached Houolulu at 6 o'clock 
on August 9th. Two hours later the 
City of Peking arrived from San Fran- 
cisco en route to Japan and China. I 
thought that the bodies would be 
shipped back by her, but this was not 
done, because the vessels belong to 
different companies. Tde Belgic was 
prepared for deaths, for she had pa 
board six big coffins. 1 he dead bodies 
were embalmed by the ship's surgeon. 


"We bad on board 650 Chinese for 


Honolulu. The greatest care was ex- 
ercised in tbe latter port by the quar- 
antine officials. Two of them came 
aboard and examined all the men be- 
fore they were allowed to leave the 
vessel. Then the coolies, instead of 
being taken ashore were landed on a 
small island, where I was told they 
would have to remain for several days 
and undergo a more rigorous exami- 
nation. From a casual inspection I 
should say that the Chinese on the 
Belgio were pretty healthy specimens 
of manhood. The sanitation of the 
Belgio from a layman's point of view 
•was all that could be desired. The 
steerage where the Chinese lived was 
pretty well crowded, but there was 
always lots of air in their quarters. 
We had on that trip about fifty Jap- 
anese, who were ia a different part of 
.the ship from the Chinese." 
The Board of Health met Saturday 


evening in tbe office of Dr. Fitzgib- 
bon to consider what had best be done 
in view of the news to. the effect that 
there IB cholera in Honolulu and in 
certain Japanese aad Chinese ports. 
It was decided, inasmuch as no official 
Information has thus Jar been re- 
ceived, that the ports referred to could 
not be declaredErfeoted, but that the 
Quarantine Officer be urged to exer- 
cise every possible precaution in the 
examination of vessels from Honolulu 
and Oriental ports- 
. 
Quarantine Officer Chalmers said 


that nothing could be done in regard 
to Honolulu until official notice was 
received to the effect that tbe cholera 
was epidemic. He was asked what 
would be done In regard to vessels 
coming from Honolulu in caee tbe 
hitter place was declared an infected 


•'That lies with the 
Board of 
Health," said Dr. Chalmers, "but I 
presume that tbe vessel will be de- 
tained in quarantine and fumigated, 
as well as the crews, passengers and 
their effects. I do not think that 
there is any grave danger of tbe chol- 
era being brought here from China 
and Japan. We will, however, exer- 
cise due vigilance. In the supple- 
mental bill of health froin Yokohama 
the American consul stationed there 
assures us that tbe Japanese authori- 
ties are taking the most active and 
severe measures to control the chol- 
era, and that, all things considered, 
they are meeting with remarkable 
success. Tbe poit mqst Infected is 
Hlo«<>, but wherever the disease has 
made Ha appearance it has beeu fatal 
in at least tbree fourths of the cases " 


Dr Mor-e of tbe Board of Health 


Bald that lie considered the presence 
of cholera In Honolu'u a far more 
serious menace to Sao Francisco than 
the epidemic In the Orient. 


"Cholera," cald he, "haa been en- 


demic in China ami Japan for at least 
twenty ye*™, and there baa never 
beeoaca<*e which hoa reached this 
port 
Tbla Is partly due to tbe tact 
that the quarantine regulations have 


always been strictly enforced, and 
partly to the fact that, If the germs of 
the disease found their way ou board 
a steamer boaud hither, the cold Jatl 
tudea through which the vessels sail 
would be fatal to them. The cane 
would be different with a vessel com- 
ing from Honolulu, as considerable 
warm weather is encountered, aud 
tbla nourishes the germs." 
"We can do nothing but simply fol- 


low the quarantine regulations and 
ask the Quarantine Officer to increase 
his vigilance," replied Dr. Morse. 
"We have received no official com- 
munication from Honolulu saying 
that the obolera la epidemic, and 
know nothing about the matter ex- 
cept what we have read In the news- 
papers. With respect to vessels com- 
ing from Infected ports in China and 
Japan, I suppose, may be deemed 
semi-official notification of the disease 
being epidemic, and the Board will 
very likely goverp Itself accordingly." 


The Oceanic Steamship Company is 


very much concerned over the prooa- 
ble fate of the Australia when she 
reaches Honolulu.

The Hawaiian Islands being tne 


principal source of Ban Francisco's 
sugar supply, considerable specula- 
tion was indulged in yesterday as to 
the outlook for the crop in the event 
of the cholera spreading.

Weed, of the Western Sugar Refinery, 
said that there were no grounds for 
apprehension on this score. 
"The season has ended," said Mr. 
Weed, "and all of the sugar is out of 
the country. 
I do not know whether 


sugar will carry germs of disease, but 
if so there is reason for apprehen- 
sion on the cargoes coming from the 
Orient. The Coptic, I understand, 
has between 9000 to 10,000 bags of 
Hongkong, sugar, which means in 
round figures about 1,000,000 pounds. 
We have received no news 
from

Sydney .has established a new 
sceaii record in making the run 
rom Acapulco to San Francisco 
a five days, nineteen hours and 
hirty-three eecouds. This is more 
ban half a day lets than the bedt 
jreviously 
recorded 
time. Aca- 


>ulco is 1836 miles 
from San 


Francisco, so that an average speed 
of 13.16 knots an hour was made. 
[n the early sixties fast voyages 
were made along the coast to San 
Francisco, but never was there any 
vessel that touched this record 
made by the City of Sidney. The 
steamer Golden City was the great- 
est ship afloat for speed in those 
days, and in command of Captain 
Lapidge, made the run from Aca- 
pulco to San Francisco in six days 
and seven hours. 
Before that, the 


Montana, Captain Parker, made it 
in six days and nine hours. The 
City of Sydney has always been re- 
garded as a reliable ship but was 
never given credit for any great 
speed power. She was laid* up 
about one year ago and thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired and has 
been once since then on the dock. 
She was built by John Roach <fc 
Son at Chester, Pa., in 1875. and is 
an iron, screw steamer of 1965 tons 
net.

etc., yet was refused permission to 
land. 


Briefly, the facts are these: Mr 


Knudsen landed without one scrap 
of paper from the Board of Health 
stating that he had been in quar- 
antine at all, and we had only his 
bare assertion to that effect, which 
had no weight with the "Vigilance 
Committee." 
"Civis" utters a deliberate false 


hood when he Bays the committee 
is self-constituted, for every mem 
ber has his certificate of appoint- 
ment from the Board of Health 
BCe also suggests that no steamer 
be sent to Kauai for a month or 
two, thus proving pretty conclu 
sively that he is either a fool or a 
knave—perhaps both. 


We are loyal supporters of the 


Government, and thoroughly ap 
preciate -its efforts, to stamp ou' 
the cholera; bat we don't propose 
to have passengers and freigh 
shipped down here after six days 
quarantine, when eighteen _is the 
rule everywhere else—even in Ho- 
nolulu, when applied to Chinese 
and Japanese. 


We are suffering for provisions, 


flour especially, and have taken 
snchl a decided stand, only after 
mature deliberation and by the ad- 
vice of all of our physicians, than 
whom none in the islands stand 
higher. 


I may also add that the action of 


the Board of Health in sending 
down the Chinese from the Belgio 
has made* us more cautious than 
we would have been otherwise. 


We are exceedingly sorry for our 


Kauai friends who are "caught" in 
Honolulu, though some of them 
deserve what they are getting— 
and sincerely hope tbat at the 
meeting to be held today plans 
may be devised by which . they 
may return to their homes.

GONE TO REST.

Many friends of the deceased were 
present at the last sad rites of one 
of the oldest and much respected 
kamaainas of Honolulu.

Carter, J. H. Soper, Robert Lewers 
and C. J. Hedemann. 


The interment took place in 


Nuuanu cemetery. 


Thomas Soreneen died shortly 


after 5 o'clock Saturday morning, 
after an illness of but a few days, 
malarial fever being attributed as 
the cause of death. 


He was one of the oldest white 


residents 
in 
Honolulu, having 


come to the islands in 1856. 
He 


was a native of Denmark, born 
May 26rh, 1827. 


As a meaner of the firm of Soren- 


son & Lyle, Mr. Soreoi-on succeed- 
ed in making for himself a name 
which will loog be remembered by 
the community, and especially by 
those with whom he had dealings 
in ship and bint building work. 


Deceased leaves a wile and five 


children. 


ME. EDITOR.—We have been sub-

brother. (Vide letter in GAZETTE of 
September 17tb, entitled "Kauai Vig- 
ilance Committee.") 
To those not 


familiar with our lurid language and 
tropical inter-islandic modes of ex- 
pression such charges might be taken 
seriously and prove of real detriment 
to us. 
The articles of offense might be 


stated something like this: 


First—You have forcibly kept off 


your shores seventy industrious chol- 
era exposed Chinamen who were 
booked for your plantations. 


Second—You have refused to let our 


anxious merchants send their flour, 
potatoes and other goods to your ex- 
clusive island. 


Third—You have spitefully and with 


malice aforethought refused to receive 
an old, fully fumigated gentleman of 
wealth and refinement and no mi- 
crobes who had spent eight or nine 
weary quarantine days before coming 
to you. 
We bave been told very positively 
that "the incubation period is not over 
six days"; very dogmatically assured 
that after the disinfection practiced it 
was "sheer nonsense" to act as we did, 
for there was "absolutely no daneer.'r 


I think this is strong language for 
the day of the age. I find that thoae 
qualified to speak are guarded In their 
assertions concerning the nature of 
the cholera germ and its modes of 
travel and existence. 
The student 
actually engaged In discovery and 
filled with enthusiasm yet speaks with 
the caution of a scientifically trained 
mind and pauses to take a certain 
breath before even suggesting a prob- 
able cause of this or that. The cholera 


come from fomites. There was no 
other way. In regard to the vitality 
of the bacillus, .experiments have 
shown (Br. Med. Journal May, '9o) 
that In "moist soil where there was 
no excess of moisture It was fouud 
that the bacillus ID the white crystal 
sand w,as alive the seventh day, lu 
moist yellow Band on the thirty-third 
day and in moist garden earth also ou 
;be thlry-thlrd day. 
ID one passenger from an infected 


port cultures were made of the dirt 
under bis nuger nails (after ten days 
grace) with the result of getting char- 
aoterifltlo growths. 1 wonder how 
thoroughly the nails of our seventy (?) 
Ohlnameu were cleaned and disin- 
fected with brush and bichloride! The 
ordinary means of disinfection would 
prove Inadequate. Some of the gases 
may penetrate boards but their mole- 
cular activity may not always be de- 
pended upon under all conditions. 
"There is absolutely no danger." 
BJease remember our text. 


E am not trifling but pointing to 
merest possibilities just now. Sup- 
pose a fly or two had chanced to steal 
a ride from Oahu to Kauai. They 
might very easily* escape detection by 
riding on the topmast somewhere. 
See what late experiments show: 
"Slmmond of Hamburg removed nine 
fllea from the opened intestine of a 
cholera patient and placed them in a 
large 'bottle, where they could fly, 
thus .favoring the desiccation of the 
bacteria which they carried. At the 
end of a period varying from five to 
forty-five minutes, each one was 
placed in a tube of liquified gelatine. 
After shaking, the gelatine was pour- 
ed out on plates, all of which, after 
forty-eight hours were covered with 
innumerable colonies of comma ba- 
cilli. Simmonds took six other flies, 
which he placed under a bell glass, 
with a fragment of choleraic intestine, 
then placed them in tubes as before. 
The gelatine produced each time num- 
erous colonies of comma bacilli-. 
These experiments show that, at the 
end of an hour and a half, the flies 
which have been in contact with chol- 
eraic germs may prove a serious me- 
dium of infection, especially if they 
alight on such food as soup, sauces 
and milk which form excellent cul- 
ture mediums for the bacillus in ques- 
tion. All the various foods on wnich 
flies alight, should be placed carefully 
out of their reach." Dr. Dujardtn- 
Beaumetz, Journal des Sciences Unl- 
verselle, Paris.

While it is true that we probably be- 
come better acquainted with our ag- 
gressive enemies than we do with onr 
friends, still comma bacillus may pos- 
sess some characteristics that we have 
not discovered.

seen certain granules in the cultures 
develop Into 
fully formed comma 
bacilli. These granules were held to 
be the sthroepores of the bacillus and 
to determine whether under any con- 
ditions or stage of life culture might 
not be found resisting the efforts, of 
dessicatlon and heat."-Jnl. Univ. 
Med. 
Science. " We know little of 
the nature or vitality of the cholera 
germ. The power of Infected fomites 
to develop has been preserved in a 
journey from Arabia to Africa for at 
least 
twelve days.—Stllli-Pepper's 
System. Cunningham of Calcutta baa 
discovered ten varieties of comma 
bacillus, each having, as decided, In- 
dividual traits as the average Yankee 
has.

A period of Incubation of un- 
certain length-probably not more 
than two to five days." I should like 
to hear the opinion of any young 
physician who has just graduated from 
this Honolulu epidemic, fresh from 
his bedside work and full of what his 
"elders tell." It is so hard to limit 
oneself to strict generalizations' in- 
duced from all the varying phenom- 
ena. We were sure/ some of us, of the 
structure of all nerve cells until the 
other day. We have more knowledge 
now and must retrace a step or two 
and then go on. There are no un- 
covered spaces in science and the total 
of the year is decided advance. We 
are about as sure of some tolerably 
well established scientific "tricks" as 
we are of the irrlgated -track on Mara. 
Our good brethren over there may be 
setting out some coffee plantations, 
but we cannot be sure of it. 


"The period of incubation lasts usu- 


ally from one to three days, excep- 
tionally from one to two days; on the 
average it does not exceed one week, 
and though a period of one or two 
weeks is by no means rare, a longer 
time is exceptional, of course. We 
only take Into account here those 
cases which have been collected with 
the greatest care, and with every pos- 
sible avoldanc« of error."

QOAKANTUSE. 


By the conference of Constantino- 


ple, 
1866, quarantine waa fixed at tea 
days, but vessels in which all sani- 
tary precautions had been taken, in- 
cluding inspection at the pott of de- 
parture, and which carried a commis- 
sioned medical officer, had the time 
spent on the voyage as a part of the 
quarantine period. If the voyage bad 
lasted fifteen days or more the quar- 
antine waa reduced to five days. 
At the conference of Vienna, 1874, 
It was decided that "rigid quarantines 
were less to be feared in their econo- 
mic consequences than the evils con- 
sequent on the diffusion of epidemic 
cholera," that "we know quarantines 
prevent importation—but they do not 
quarantine safety." 
The last confer- 
ence held In Rome formulated rules 
for international application, "in the 
measure indicated by science" which 
bad by this time discovered the etiolo- 
glcal factors of cholera. 
. 


The following rules were adopted: 
"Oo arrival at European ports sus- 
peotod vessels are to be considered en- 
titled to free pratique only where in- 
spection In day time by the medical 
officer of the port revealed that all 
needful 
precautions 
had 
been 
taken before sailing and on the 
voyage, and tbat no case of a 
suspicious character had occurred on 
board, and that ten days at least had 
been spent en route. If this period 
bad not elapsed since leaving port, a 
detention of twenty-four hours was 
required for observation with disin- 
fection of linen and other personal ef- 
fects. The period of observation was 
limited to five days; but if no case of 
cholera' had occurred on board for ten 
days the detention was reduced to 
twenty-four hours. Vessels with pas- 
sengers for the ports of Egypt and tte 
Red Sea should be inspected near the 
Straits of Babe el Mondab and again 
on arrival at destination. Vessels no 
carry inc. a medical officer on board 
should be subjected to two examina- 
tions. This conference imposed a de- 
tention of twenty-four hours in casef 
where the sea voyage from suspected 
ports bad lasted less than ten days 
and a quarantine of from three to six 
days on suspected vessels from Medi- 
terranean ports, with no proposition 
looking to the system of medical in- 
spection as an alternative."—Dr 
Smart, ex-Surgeon General, D. S. A. 
Ref* Hdbk Med. Sciences 94. 


America, with her usual progressive 
spirit, erred on the right side in 1878 
and went so far as to prohibit vessels 
carrying certain goods from Russian 
ports from landing at New York. 
While this, of course, was modified 
the United States have a system o 
quarantine embracing what require- 
ments the country calls for, it is cau 
tlous, scientific and rigid. Like al 
most every other American thing, 1 
Is an improvement on old conutr. 
methods On September 1, 1892, the 
President issued a circular declaring £ 
twenty days quarantine against al 
ships and from any port whatever 
There was urgency and they met it 
just as we have with far less rlglc 
measures. March 13, 1893, Secretary 
Carlisle issued new regulations, con- 
taining seventeen articles, In regard 
to quarantine.

Dr. Burroll, of New York, says in 


Medical Record, July, 'fti: "In the 
first place, such an examination an< 
preliminary quarantine as was prac 
tlced during recent cholera epidemic 
was a defensive blow ueareat the sea 
of evil.

It 
cannot understand how a theory 
proved later to be untenable may yet 
bave been a step forward—a light 
th/own upon a hitherto darkened re- 
gion. 
"Ca change, mala c'eat tonjoma la 


meme chose." 
With all the phenom- 


ena, and facts and theories, only the 
educated man can work lu making up 
a safe generalization, just as the dif- 
ferent parts of your watch must be 
put together by a skilled hand if you 
would have a good time piece. Talje, 
for instance, an epidemic like tne 
present one. Allowing all the symp- 
toms of cholera, the "convincing pic- 
ture," if you will, with a history of 
importation, the discovery in the dis- 
charges of the comma bacillus, and a 
death rate of 70 per cent.—are you 
sure it is cholera? Not at all, if you 
are a careful man. Your watch still 
acks a main spring. So yon make 
onr cultures, not one but many, and 
tudy your plant till it yields the 
answer. There is no excuse, then, for 
,ny dogmatism In regard to this mat- 
er. Kauai could well afford to err on 
he right side, but Kauai didn't err. 
Ve have not gone to even the full 
Imits of our royal prerogative.

The WaahingtoQ correspondent 


of the Cincinnati Enquirer gives 
the following forecast of cable legis- 
lation of the next Congress : 


Nothing short of a Presidential veto 


can prevent the initial steps being 
taken by the next Congress toward 
the construction of a cable between 
the United Slates and the Hawaiian 
Islands. This is one of the things de- 
termined upon by the Republican 
managers of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress and it is believed ttiatlt will 
prove a popular proceeding. Had it 
not been lor the antagonism of the 
Democratic House during the closing 
hours of tbe last Congress, provision 
would have been made in the bill car 
rying appropriations for the diplo- 
matic and consular service for the ex- 
penditure of $500 000 as a beginning 
for this great work, the line to be con- 
structed and operated by the Govern- 
ment. The proposition carried in the 
Senate by a good working majo/ity, 
and for a long time that body held out 
in conference against the refusal of 
the House to acquiesce in the Senate 
amendment to the House bill provid- 
ing for the appropriation of this 
money. 
This was not the first time this 


question bad been agitated in Con- 
gress. In 1891 Congress provided for 
a survey, with tbe direct object in 
view of building this cable connecting 
these islands with tbe United States. 
This survey was made, and an elabor- 
ate report made to Congress, and the 
Committee on Appropriations report- 
ed a project for a subsidy amount 
ing to 


Three Millions of Dollars 


' To be given a company to build the 
cable. The proposition waa defeated, 
because it was held that this private 
company would absorb the line and 
the Government would lose control 
altogether, although it may have 
provided the funds for its construc- 


The ptoposition submitted to the 


Senate Committee on Appropriations 
during the close of tbe last Congress 
and by that committee added to the 
diplomatic bill, sought to overcome 
the objections that had been previous- 
ly made. It provided that the Gov- 
ernment should build, own and oper- 
ate ihe cable. This carried in tbe 
Senate by a majority of 11 votes, and 
should it be renewed In the next Con- 
areas the majority would be slightly In 
excess of that amount, for tbe friends 
of the cable have gained members and 
those opposed to it have lost. The 
votes taken from tbe affirmative side 
of tbe proposition are those of Sen- 
ator Butler, of South Carolina, and 
Hlgglos, of Delaware. 
On the other 
band, the negatives have lost the 
votes of MfPhereon, of New Jersey, 
Martin, of Kansas, and Camden, of 
West Virginia, all of whom have been 
succeeded by men 


FDTorable to the Project. 


They have also probably gained a 


vote in the person of Senator-elect 
Martin Butler, of North Carolina,who 
succeed* Ransom, for on the previous 
votes all the Populists voted with tbe 
Republicans to pass the cable appio- 
prtation. The other changes in the 
Senate are in Individuals only and not 
parties, and will, it is believed, make 
no change in- the vote. In addition 
there are some Democrats who, un- 
der the changed condition of affairs, 
it is thought, will now support the 
cable appropriation, although during 
tbe last Congress they, for particular 
reasons, opposed it. 
/ 
Senator Gray, of Delaware, was the 
chief opponent of this appropriation, 
and probably voiced tbe sentiments of 
tbe Administration when be so vigor- 
ously antagonized the construction of 
this cable by Government fuuda, and 
characterized it as a subsidy merely 
and in direct conflict with the estab- 
lished policy of tbe Democratic party 
with regard to subsidies of all kinds. 
The pn Ject was supported, however, 
by such Democrats as Gorman, Call, 
Hill, Morgan and White. 


The Holt Ardent Obunplont 


Of the proposed link between this 
country anp1 tbe Islands were Senators 
Morgan, Isodge and Hale. Mr. Lodge 
denied the statements that the cable 
was for the protection of the commer- 
cial interests of Hawaii. He insisted 
that such a cable would be tbe first 
eieat step toward a proper protection 
of the United States in the regions 
lying around and beyond our coast. 
Boon" a cable waa, be thought, the first 
ereat practical movement toward the 
maintenance of the eea power of the 
United States, During the course of 
dehate, which was at ilanes very aui- 
mated, he said h« wanted the United 
States to reach out and take lis full 
share of tbe waste places necessary lor 
the advancement of nations and their 
protection. He would not enter Into 
the atquii.ition of distant pew-esslous 
after Uie fashiou of England, but be 
would have ihls country look well to 
all her ink-rest* ouii-lde, as well as 
Inside, her owu borders 
. 
In one of his speeches, Mr. LKXige 


called to tbe attention ot his Demo- 
cratic colleague* th« fac* that, wllb. 
the exception of Alaska, every In- 
crease n. our territory had been made 
under a Democratic Administration. 


ll W»« I>emo«r»tlo Policy. 


And he believed In It, and hoped 
Democrats would contluue to follow 
the policy of the old leaders. It was 
Jefferson who m«de the Louisiana 
purchase, aud to Democracy do we 
owe Texas aud the other extensions 
made Jn our southern boundary. 
Florida was Bought for and secured by 
Andrew Jackson In the face of oppo- 
eitlon of tbe bitterest kind. 


Senator Hale, of Maine, in a short 


speech made during the debate grow- 
ing out of the conference report on the 
diplomatic bill, probably spoke with- 
out Intending to outline the policy of 
the Republicans, but no outline could 
have been given with more exactness. 


In tbe course of that speech be lined 


the following language: "Just as cer- 
tain as tbe tides and tbe sun rise, we 
are to have an immediate, close—the 
most rapid In the world—eotnmuiiica- 
Lion with the people of Hawaii. The 
American people will consent to noth- 
ing else. There will be in this matter 
no backward steps. If It is not done 
by this Congress it will be done by 
the next Congress; and if it shall be 
obstructed by the lack of consent in 
another part of tbe Government it will 
bnly postpone for a brief time the will 
and purpose of the American people. 
I do not in any way despair of tbe 
situation. 
Tbe discussion in tbe 


present Congress has so Illumined the 
subject and so brought out the ex- 
pression of public sentiment that 
there is but one way out of it, and tbe 
path is clear as shining light. We are 
not going to give up our communica- 
tion with, our interests in, and, I may 
say,- our control of the Hawaiian 
Islands. It is only a question of 
time." ___Mt^IN,JM___

In a slight degree differing from my 


col leagues, 1 respectfully present the 
following as a few remarks from "the 
minority: 


It having been stated by tbe Cen- 


tral Health authorities that Asiatic 
cholera exists in Honolulu, and,has 
existed there for a number of weeks, 
and in view of the fact that tbe exact 
period of quarantine eeems somewhat 
uncertain, it seems to me in support 
of tbe minority vote on resolutions 
two and three that the passenger traf- 
fic betweenHonolulu and Kanai might 
well be delayed for another week, 
during which interval great improve- 
ment is likely to be shown in the 
metropolitan situation. 


Personally I have no fear of our 


friends forming the company now de- 
sirous of returning to Kauai to under- 
go tbe balance of their quarantine ai 
the Spaldlng beach house, and will 
welcome them with pleasure. Far- 
ther, I would be satisfied with any 
quarantine that may be imposed upon 
them by tbe 
Honolulu Board ol 


Health, and would require no more ol 
them. I submit, however, that it 
might not be possible to treat every 
one in this fashion, and the coming of 
this party according to resolutions 2 
and 3 establishes in my view under 
the circumstances 
an 
undesirable 


principle, acting upon which, to be 
consistent, we may have to admit all 
sorts and conditions of men. 


Resolution number one has my ap- 


proval, though, the quarantine period 
being uncertain, tne carrying of it out 
may be attended with some risks. We 
have, however, reached that "stage 
when these risks have to be faced. 
After a number of weeks embargo the 
people are running short of provisions 
and this shortage might tell adversely 
on the general health of the island 
community. 


To sum UD, I am in favor at this 


present moment of opening the Kauai 
door to tbe least possible extent.

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American Shipbuilding 


This industry has not been pros- 


perous of late yearp, and was less 
prosperous in the last fiscal year 
than for the previous one. Counting 
all descriptions of craft, there were 682 
vessels of 132,719 gross tons of ton- 
nage constructed in this country in 
the last fiscal year, against 706 of 
121,547 for the previous fiscal year. 
In point of carrying capacity, tbe 
vessels built last year show an in- 
crease of 11,000 tons, though there 
was a decrease of 84 in the number 
built. The total for the last fiscal 
year includes 283 steamers of 75,728 
tons, showing an average of less than 
300 tons. The number of sail vessels 
was 399 of 56,990 tons, showing an 
average of 143 tons. 
Most of the 


vessels were for the coast and inland 
water service. We do no know of a 
single full rigged ship built in this 
country in the last fiscal year.—Ex.
